Mr. Marcus will be responsible for development and oversight of policy matters covered 

by the Bureau’s Telecommunications Access Policy Division, which oversees universal service 
support, and the Pricing Policy Division.  Mr. Marcus had been a Senior Attorney-Advisor at the 
Bureau’s Pricing Policy Division since May 2002.  During that time, he served as a team leader 
of the pricing portion of the Virginia Arbitration proceeding and of the on-going reexamination 
of the TELRIC pricing rules.  

 
Before joining the Commission in 2002, Mr. Marcus was an associate at the law firm of 

Blumenfeld & Cohen (now part of Piper Rudnick Gray Cary LLP). At that firm, he litigated 
cases for carriers before state public utility commissions, participated in FCC proceedings, and 
negotiated transactional matters for wireline and wireless carriers and technology providers.  



Prior to that, he was an associate at the law firm of Gerry, Friend & Sapronov, LLP, in Atlanta, 
Georgia, and worked at MCI Telecommunications Corp.
